WOMEN OF MISSOURI ARE HAV* 
INO DELIGHTFUL SESSION 
IN SEDALIA. 


TRK IS SECORD DAYOFTHE MEET 


Cor zen and Reception Last Night 
Enjoyed to the Fullest— Will 
Conclude Work in Hand 
Tomorrow Evening. 


The delegates, alternates and visit­ 
ors to the Missouri Federation of Wo­ 
men’s Clubs *ere served with lunch** 
ean at the Baptist church Wednesday 
afternoon, and upon their return to 
the Christian church, Mrs. Shepard, 
the president, called the federation to 
order at 1:45, announcing that the 
first business was the report of the 
revision committee, to be given by 
Mrs. Henry N. Ess, of Kansas City. 
The delegates had been supplied 
with copies of the old constitution 
and by-laws, as well as printed slips 
containing the proposed change*, and 
each of the articles was taken up in 
turn for discussion. 
The first few changes were prompt­ 
ly accepted, but when it came to the 
appointment of the heads of depart­ 
ment work, there seemed to be a mis­ 
understanding, caused by the word­ 
ing, which seemed to make it com­ 
pulsory for the clubs to take np all 
branches of the work, and particularly 
the new department of music. 
This matter was finally settled by 
striking out thg conflicting terms, it 
having been explained that the state 
does not dictate to clubs as to what 
work they shall do. 
When it came to the section regard­ 
ing the allowance of funds to be made 
to the districts for the work; an 
amendment was offered making it 
compulsory for the state to return to 
the districts IO cents per capita of the 
25 cents pgr capita paid In for each 
member, and forthwith began a live­ 
ly disco—Ron** which lasted for an 
hour.

Almost every phrase of this amend­ 
ment was brought under fire, 
and 
there were times when eight ladies 
were on the floor waiting for recog­ 
nition by the chair; but, to the credit 
of the women be it said, that there 
was no apparent bitterness. 
The motion was finally put and 
hopelessly lost, the vote against It 
beiufc Vboft (Ive times that for IL 
The other Items of the constitution 
having 
been 
duly considered and 
passed, much to the relief of the wo­ 
men. who were warm and very tired, 
the president called for the report of 
the press committee, given by the 
chairman, Mrs. Julia M. Johnson, of 
Kansas City. 
Mrs. Johnson rose to respond, when 
Mrs. Goddard, of Leavenworth, Kas., 
of the department of civics, was 
brought to the platform and intro­ 
duced by Mrs. Shepard. She gave a 
few words, of greeting, and Mrs. John­ 
son then proceeded with her report. 
She spoke cf the different points of 
view held by the editors and the club 
women as to the importance cf the 
work, and urged the women to try to 
get the editor's standpoint, bo as to 
make the news meet his requirements. 
She suggested that the womau who 
reported for. (he club be one that 
could see th? Important things and 
grasp the point of the issue at once. 
Mrs. Johnson read two letters, on*; 
from Mrs. Monroe, of Topeka, and 
the other from one of the editors of 
the Kansas City Star. 
The former 
was In favor of the club column and 
thought that it was a benefit to the 
women, in th vt they knew just where 
to find the Items that interested them. 
The-Star editor put himself or rec­ 
ord ae being against departments of 
all kinds, but willing to print the 
Items as news, if not under a special 
department He thinks that a paper 
urging women to contribute such ar­ 
ticles wants either new subscribers 
or else is flattering the women for 
some tad he has in view. 
Mi— Gilday spoke on the greatest 
need in the publicity of the club work. 
She said the column In the paper had 
a two-fold value; It let women not in­ 
terested know what was being done, 
amu Invited their attention: and ft 
let the chib women keep in touch 
with the work. (She urged the women 
to work along this line, and gst oth­ 
ers interested in something better 
than the society column—something 
that would txmefit them more than 
the news of the arrival or departure 
of a friend, or the sight of their own 
names in print.

Mrs. Page, of the Ninth district, 
said that the keynote of all news­ 
paper items was to get the outside 
people interested, and to that end it 
was necessary to have a program 
that would appeal to all.
